SPEAKING as a candidate 
for 
the 
presidency October 19. 1932, in Pittsburgh, 
Franklin D. Roosevelt charged th at the 
people could never expect any important 
economy from the administration then in 
power. 
"It is committed to the idea,’’ he said, 
"th at we ought to center control of every­ 
thing in Washington as rapidly as possible. 
T h at was the idea that increased govern­ 
m ent cost by a billion In four years, 
"Now, ever since the days of Thomas 
Jefferson that has been the exact reverse 
of the Democratic concept—which is to 
permit Washington to take from the state* 
nothing more than is necessary to keep 
abreast of the march of our changing eco­ 
nomic Actuation." 
And so Mr. Rfvo.sevelt promised th a t h« 
would not centralize government in W ash­ 
ington at the expense of the states if he 
were elected. 
How well he has done that is shown in 
one instance by the enormous bureaucracy 
of millions of jobholders carefully built up 
over the years, a bureaucracy that is th reat­ 
ening the economic welfare of the country 
and its free enterprise system, all at ’he 
expense of states* rights.
